ning’s resignation, he said, would he purely 
voluntarily, inlluenced more by the Secre­

Down tbeatretch the killing 
pace was kept up until Patrop made a leg- 
tired break, and then Manzanita was eased 
atrille. The Kentuckian lapped the Cali­

SLAVERY. 


On the 24th of M arch last the San 
Francisco Examiner said of George Hearst, 
now straining every nerve to capture the 
Legislature in order to reseat him self in 
the United S utes Senate, and in which he 
is receiving the active aid of the San 
Francisco Chronicle: “ In 1865-6 he served 
in the State legislature, on the Demo­ 
cratic side. 
Mr. Ilearst’s jiolitical record 
is too familiar to need any extended men­ 
tion.” 
Let us see whether it does not need some 
extended mention, and why the Examiner 
did not make it. 
On the 1st day of February, 1865, there 
was proposed this amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, to be known, 
and 
now known, as the “ T hirteenth 
Amendment 
Section I. Neither slavery nor involuntanj 
servitude, except as a punishment for crime 
whereof the party shall have been duly con­ 
victed, shall exist u ithin the United States, or 
any place subject to their jurisdiction. 
The S u tes of the Union were called 
upon to ratify or reject th at amendment. 
I t was presented to the Legislature of Cali­ 
fornia on the 6th <ft»v of December, 1865. 
John Yule was Speaker of the Assembly, 
of which George Ilearst, of San Francisco, 
was a memlier. 
From the chair M r. Yule 
said w ith earnest eloquence : 
“ Foremost among questions of national 
politic- w ith which the Legislature must 
grapple, will l>e the ratification of that 
sublime Act of the last Congress, which 
guarantees to every inhabitant of our 
Heaven-favored laud, now and through all 
coming time, the right to ‘life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness.” 
To have 
the privilege of casting an affirmative vote 
on this proposition, is to have won a title 
to fame, such as millions have lived, tolled 
and suffered in vain to achieve.” 
W hen, shortly after, it came to a vote 
w hether California should enroll herself 
among the advanced peoples, declaring 
hum an bondage an infamy and a crime, 
sixty-six members o f the Assembly voted a y e , 
and eleven deliberately went on record as 
opjnjsed to writing into the 
organic law, 


“ THERE SHALE BE NO MORE, FOREVER, 


SLAVERY IN ALL THE LAND.” 
Among the 
eleven w as G e o r g e H e a r s t . 
T he last lingering hope of the slave- 
masters hung in the balance; the world of 
hum anity demanded th at the damning 
blot should be effaced, and the United 
States of America be washed free from the 
stain of the curse. 
The nation had just 
passed through a long and terrible war, of 
which slavery was the genesis and the sole 
cause. 
Against amending the Constitu­ 
tion so th at it should never again lie the 
right of any 
man 
in 
this republic 
to 
chain 
a 
hum an 
being 
to 
the 
auction 
block, 
or 
sell 
his own fiesh 
and blood to life, toil and bondage, George 
Hears! voted. 
And for this man Republi­ 
cans are besought to “ knife” the nominees 
of their party, th at he may he sent to the 
United States Senate as a representative of 
California, chosen from among the eleven 
men who, in the blaze of the nineteenth 
century, voted in her name to perpetuate 
hum an slavery.

A M ass M eetin g L ast N igh t at the 
O ld P a v ilio n , at W h ich T hey

Pursuant to a published call the colored 
voters of this city assembled at the old Pa­ 
vilion last evening. In the audience was a 
large num ber of ladies, who seemed to be 
as earnestly interested in the proceedings 
as were the men. 
The meeting was callad to order by B. A. 
Johnson, who said the object was to con­ 
demn the course of the Elevator, a paper 
published in San Francisco, which in the 
past had been regarded as the organ of the 
colored people of this coast, but which had, 
a few days since, come out in favor of the 
election of W ashington Bartlett, the Demo­ 
cratic nominee, for Governor. The paper 
had a right to support any one it saw fit, for 
any office it desired, but it m ust not pre­ 
sum e to represent the colored votéis of 
California. The paper in years past, under 
a different management, had been an able 
exponent of the colored party, but latterly 
it had fallen into degenerate hands, and the 
colored citizens of the State would have to 
arise and assert that the Elevator was alone 
in its fealty to Bartlett, that the loyal 
masses of the colored people were to-day 
where they always had been, and ever 
would be found, on the side of the Repub­ 
lican party, and in the present campaign 
the supporters of Swift for Governor.

N o rth e a s te rn C a lifo rn ia . 
A correspondent of the Sagebrush Stock­ 
man, writing 
from 
Eagleville, 
Modoc 
county, under date of September 26tli. has 
the following good words for one of our 
best valleys: 
Eagleville is a pretty little village of 
about 360 inhabitants, having the num ber 
of business houses usually found in an 
agricultural town, and from its desirable 
location is bound eventually to become a 
place of importance. From its site one 
can form an idea of i be size and worth of 
Surprise valley, which is sixty miles iu 
length, from north to south, and an average 
of twelve miles in width. The arable land 
is on the west side of the valley, has a rich 
and deep soil, and is abundantly watered 
by the num erous brooks coining down 
from the high m ountains which skirt the 
western border of the valley. 
This arable 
portion varies in width from two to five 
miles. There are three lakes in the valley, 
the largest, located at the upper enu, being 
several miles in length and breadth. 
The 
waters arc impregnated with alkali, and 
contain no kinds of fish. 
In the m oun­ 
tains just mentioned, which arc a spur 
of the Sierra Nevadas, and known 
as 
W arner range, during the sum m er the 
herds and flocks are grazed, but at this sea­ 
son are turned into the valley to feed. 
W hile my observations so far have con­ 
vinced me that the wealth of the inhabit­ 
ants of the valley is chiefly in their cattle 
and sheep, yet they possess vast agricult­ 
ural resources which need only the advan­ 
tage ot a ready m arket for their develop­ 
ment. As it is, all kinds of delicious fruits, 
as well as cereals and vegetables, are grown 
here for home consumption. The apples 
grown in the valley are equal to the best 
York State fruit, and are superior in every 
respect to those grown ou the other side of 
the mountains. 
The only rule that affects prices in this 
section is that of supply and demand. The 
grain crop this fall is one-third less than 
last. As a result barley, which sold at GO 
cents a hundred last season, is in demand 
at $1 and SI 10, and ranchers are holding 
back for $1 25. 
W heat is selling at $1 a 
hundred, w ith indications of higher prices 
in the future. Competent judges estimate 
the wheat and barley crop in the valley this 
season at 1.000 bushels. 
Cattle buyers in this section are offering 
$20 for two-vear-old and $25 for three-vear- 
old beef cattle. 


R a il r o a d F e e d e r s 
a^ d E x t e n s io n s .— 
The proposed m ultiplication of railroad 
feeders by the Southern Pacific, which it 
was the rumored purpose of Mr. H unting­ 
ton's visit to this State to advance, has been 
confirmed by Vice-President Crocker. This 
year will be memorable for extensions of 
road3 in every direction. The trunk of the 
railroad tree having attained its main 
growth, the sm aller branches m ultiply. 
These railroad extensions may be divided 
into three regions—that of the California 
and Oregon, which lias pressed through 
the canyon of the upper Sacramento, and 
lias almost reached the spot where the river 
bursts as a huge spring front the foot of 
Shasta; the central group of roads about 
Lake county, which sadly need the stim u­ 
lus of capital and vigorous control, and the 
southern group, having the Soledad exten­ 
sion as an axis. This latter extension was 
begun last April, and was steadily pressed 
southward towards San Miguel, and on 
Monday next will be open to traffic to that 
place, 207 miles from San Francisco and 38 
front San Luis Obispo. The road will be 
at Paso Robles springs—seven miles fur­ 
ther—by the 25th of this m onth. 
Perhaps 
the most im portant part of the feeder roads 
v. hieh have been finished this year is that 
out from Berenda to Raymond, which cut 
down bv some twenty odd ntiies the ter­ 
rible first day’s stage ride of seventy-three 
miles to Clark’s station, on the Yosemite 
road.—S. F. Port. 


A R aisin Crop.—The Dixon Tribune of 
the 23d instant has the follow ing: “ Dr. W. 
11. Wells will complete the packing of his 
raisin crop the latter part 'o f next week. 
He now has a force of twenty men engaged 
in the work of packing, and the raisins, 
which are cured from the best varieties of 
grapes, are of a very superior quality, and 
command the highest m arket price. 
His 
crop in Solano county will am ount to 3,500 
boxes, which lie has sold to A. Lusk & Co., 
of San Francisco, at $2 pet box. The doctor 
has also a young vineyard in 
Fresno 
county, front which he expects to cure 1,500 
boxes. The Fresno vineyard is irrigated, 
but on his Solano vineyard irrigation is not 
needed, which accounts for the superior 
quality of the raisins and the high prices 
they command. The success of Dr. Wells 
in this enterprise furnishes the best of evi­ 
dence that the raisin industry is one of the 
most profitable in which the farmers ot 
Solano can engage." 


Gay P ro sp ects a t O ro v ille .—The Oro- 
ville Register says : From the present out­ 
look we may expect a gay winter in Oro­ 
ville. The firemen have engaged Union 
H all and Neubarth’s band of Chico for a 
ball on Thanksgiving. The Native Sons 
have engaged the same band and the hall 
for a ball on Christmas, while there is some 
talk of a masquerade later in the season. 
In addition to these general festivities a 
movement is on foot to organize a-literary 
society, as soon as the election excitement 
is over, and some eight or ten of our young 
men intend to form a minstrel combination 
and give public entertainments twice a 
m o n th .

A F in e O ra n g e a n d L e m o n C ro p —T h e 
S u c c ess o f tlie F a ir A ssu re d . 
Since it has been officially announced 
th a t th e an n u al citrus fair for n o rth ern and 
C entral C alifornia should be held in this 
city, com m encing D ecem ber 13th, com m u­ 
nications are pouring in from every q u arter 
saying th a t th e crop in this m ost-favored 
b elt never w as so prom ising as at this tim e. 
T h at th e exhibition w ill be th e grandest 
ever held in tliis S tate is beyond doubt, 
a n d th a t it w ill cause consternation, su r­ 
prise an d ad m iration w hen th e sam e ex ­ 
h ib its are p u t upon exhibition in Chicago 
betw een th e holidays goes w ithout saving. 
Chicago a t th a t tim e w ill be m antled in a 
dreary waste o f snow , and th e Bos A ngeles 
country w ill be at least three m onths be­ 
h in d us, as none of th eir fruit w ill be fit to 
m ark et before the first or m iddle of M arch. 
Y esterday th e E xecutive C om m ittee of 
the C itrus F air A ssociation m et in the 
cham bers o f th e Sacram ento B oard of 
T rade, w here they listened to rem arks by 
H . M . V an A rm an, Im m igration A gent of 
th e S outhern Pacific R ailroad Com pany. 
H e said h e was very m uch in favor of the 
proposed C itrus F air. 
T his section needed 
som ething o f th e kind to cause ou r own 
people to aw aken to a sense of appreciation 
of tb e m any blessings they enjoy. 
T hey 
are at least tw enty-live years behind in this 
m atter. 
T hey d o n ’t even know the extent 
an d value of th e resources of th eir own 
co unty. 
H e was creditably inform ed th a t 
th e last C itrus F air astonished m any o f our 
ow n people, as it did strangers w ho beheld 
it.

fusing new life in to th at section of the 
State, causing a boom in real estate a n d a 
settlem ent of vacant lands w ith a thrifty 
population th a t is unparalleled In th e his­ 
tory of our State. T he people of th e so u th ­ 
ern portion of th e State deserve the success 
they have achieved ; they are all w o rk ers; 
they are u n anim ous in boom ing th eir own 
locality. 
T h is section of the S tate is equal 
in every respect to th at of th e south, and in 
m any respects vastly superior. T he clim ate

E d s. U e c o rd -U n io n : T be subject of sell­ 
in g ou r fruit a t rem unerative figures is one 
th a t Bhould be sifted to th e bottom by all 
intelligent producers, or others interested, 
directly or indirectly. 
U nsatisfactory re­ 
turns, or none at all, are the result o f cer­ 
tain first causes. 
A m ong these, picking 
fruit before it can by any possible m eans 
becom e palatable stands first, and is easiest 
rem edied. 
Carloads of green, sour grapes, 
of half-grow n, fuzzy peaches, o f purple 
D uane p lum s are th ru st upon E astern 
m arkets early in th e season, and one dose 
of this “fresh California fruit" disgusts p u r­ 
chasers and all w ho are so unfo rtu n ate as to 
taste it. 
R esult—W e have lost, say. live 
consum ers ; and a carload of this stu ff ali­ 
enates thousands of people w ho, h ad th e 
fruit been sufficiently ripe, w ould have 
continued to buy an d consum e ou r fruit 
w henever it could be bad at paying prices. 
A n experience o f n in e years in grow ing 
and shipping fru it convinces m e th a t D u­ 
ane p u rp le plum s, and George’s late cling 
peach, and Rose de P eru grapes “ color u p ” 
fully six weeks before they can be eaten by 
anybody b u t a boy. and not by him unless 
be pilfers them and devours them in seclu­ 
sion, w here his grim aces m ay n o t be seen. 
No business th a t resorts to or acquiesces in 
deception can survive, even one season, and 
w hen a consignm ent o f fruit belies its 
nam e it not only reacts upon tb e consignor, 
but it directly injures every citizen of our 
State by low ering our “rating” as a fru it­ 
grow ing section. 
T be next cause of failure lies in th e su ­ 
prem ely stupid system of gluttlug a m ar­ 
ket. 
Chicago can handle, say, tw o cars 
per day of good fruit, b u t in N ew castle’s 
days, F lorin and Sacram ento w ill each 
consign one or m ore cars to Chicago, and 
produce a glut th at elim inates every cent 
of returns, it it does n o t justify a d ratt 
upon the consignor for shortage. 
As a m eans c f avoiding a glut in a n y o n e 
place, I suggest th at the station agents at 
th e various shipping points be advised 
every day by th e shippers of th e kin d of 
fruit, num ber of ears and destination of 
tbe proposed shipm ents. 
T hese agents 
im m ediately rep- rt to a central agent at 
S acram ento, w ho collates these varied re­ 
ports and im m ediately reports back to the 
various shipping points the inform ation. 
T hen, if it be ascertained th at a g lu t w ould 
occur in Chicago am i D enver, and a fam ine 
in O m aha. K ansas City and M inneapolis, 
such changes m ay be m ade as w ill insure 
an intelligent distribution and lair returns. 
I subm it this proposed plan to th e careful 
consideration of the shippers of th e State, 
a n d tru st th at a large m ajority o f them , if 
not all, w ill see the advantage of know ing 
in advance, and w hile it m ay be rem edied, 
of 
an im pending glut and 
consequent 
loss in som e points E ast. 
If it appears 
th at all points are to b e ‘glutted, upon h 
given day let ail parties “ stand in ” and 
p u t tip for enough fruit to relieve it, and 
send it to our canneries o r d u m p it here 
and save lreiglit upon it, th u s in su rin g re­ 
turns for th e balance, instead o f losing all.

All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder the law s of tbe 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
T he word property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, trsncbises and a lt 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; proi’iiled, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited ¡Rates, this State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in this .state, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. G row ing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed- to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; aud, 
proriilft further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article: and, 
prori<led further, th at the Legislature m ay pri>- 
vidc for the exem ption from taxation of shins 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled In 
this state, or m ay tax such ships an d vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The 1-egislature m ay also provide, 
except in ri’.-e of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation ill any form is prohibited. 


S ec. 8. T he Legislature shall, by law , require 
eai h taxpayer iu th is State to m ake an d deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem eut 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of th is article, owned 
dv such taxpaver, or lu his possession or under 
his control, at'tw elve o’clock m eridian ou the 
first M onday in M atch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop- 
ertv, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city aud couDty, (own, tow n­ 
ship, or district iri w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
anil person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July of each year, pay to 
th e State T reasurer an an n u al tax of two and 
a h a lf p er cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon th e thiny-flrst day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax sh all be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon tlie fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of 6ucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, a n d upon th e m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, eoutracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be a».-».-sed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings c an ted durin g th e year 
ending ou th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before tbe first day o i May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by tile State Board o f Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, how ever, th at 
the leg islatu re m ay at any tim e pass laws p re­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In al! cases 
w here railroad» are situated partly w ithin this 
State aud partly w ithout this State, the grots a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


JVYif-The gross earnings w hich, during th e 
year last preceding, h a re been earned wholly 
w ith in th is state. 


Sersmd—The gross aam iDgs w hich, during the 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout thLs state, w hich shali 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State and o th er States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion w hich the num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, aud 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to** he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. Thu pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin th e State, an d th e total th u s obtained 
Rhall be taken and deem ed to be the grasa earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes o f assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except lor th e purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion o f interstate earnings to be added 
to th e earnings m ade wholly w ithin this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third oi the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u nder th e provisions of th is section 
shali becom e part of the G eneral F und of this 
State, and tw o th ir is thereof shall be pan! to 
th e eounty or counties in w hich said raiiroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a cm m tv. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pa7 the 
tax herein provided, w hen th e sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aiv e! th e ir right to operate 
th eir railroads w ithin th is State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e Legislature m ay impose for th e non-pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a Hen upon th e property 
hereinbefore iu th is section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m auner as the Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
anv com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ’ad valorem tixx for school purposes voted by 
1 the electors of the district, a t a special electiCA. 
held for th at p»raoset tho sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, an y th in g tx. 
thiB article to the contrary notw ithstanding. 
A nd all railroads, as far a» they are sb o a'ed 
w ithin t’z i boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall he subject to an ad v a lo re n tax 
for m 'uaiclpal purposes the sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty san ated th erein , an y th in g In th ü article ta 
thfe vti&trary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed and 
' collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing

business in th is State, or any one or m ore ol 
them , In such cases aud am ounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law . No Court 
sl:.

tion or otherw ise, to interfiere w ith, h in d e r o r 
delay th e collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a show ing th at th e 
Fame property has been taxed m ore th an once 
for the sam e purpose in tbe sam e rear, aud then 
onl; upon paym ent to th e Tax collector, o rin to 
Court, oi a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid uoon the prcmerty in question: 
provided, th at in all cases actions m ay be m ain­ 
tained against t b e ’I ax Collect ir lo recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u nder protest. All such action» 
m ust be com m enced w ithin th irty davs utter 
such illegal taxes have been poid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon th e request 
of eith er party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid u nder protest shall 
be retained by th e Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature m ay designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided.
